Dear Sirs: 


In the wake of the recent hurricane (Bob), I. spent 4 hours 
manitoring an emergency communication from KALAXY/MM off the coast of 
Long Island. The 40 ft power boat ahd lost its engine, one crew was 
seriously burned, one man overboard. K9CLO and KILNC did a fabulous 
job trying to maintain contact while coordinating with the Coast Guard. 
The C.G. dispatched a fixed wing aircraft, a helicopter and a cutter to 
the disaster scene. When nothing could be located, KAIAXY’s QTH was 
contacted and lo and beheld he was nowhere mear a boat. 


This type of hoax is the most serious threat to Amateur Radio. One 
can imagine the opinion the C.G. will have of the next message from a 
ham regarding a maritime emergency. While I can understand the 
ramifications, I feel the ARRL as well as the FCC should establish a 
policy indicating that when an Amateur Radio Operator sends an SOS = or 
MAYDAY, that. station’s QTH will ‘be contacted to ensure a real emergency 
exists. dt Be" : 


I-r@alize the difficulty with calling a Q@TH to indicate that a 
loved one may be in a life and» death situation. However, if the 
integrity of amateur communication is questioned, the next time an SOS 
is received and no one responds, a life may really be in = peril~ 
remember the little boy who cried “wolf". ; 


K9CLO and KILNC spent over 5 172 hours with this false emergency; 
I’m sure they had other things to do. I enjoy and respect Amateur Radio 
and am proud to be a member of the ARRL. It’s unfortunate such things 
occur. This issue is every bit as important as the upcoming WARC 
meatings and I. hope the ARRL will take action.

1991 "SIMULATED EMERGENCY TEST" RESULTS 


Not long ago, there was a Disaster Drill in the county that found 
Amateur Radio communications at the EOC, to have a lot of problems, = of 
course that is the reason for tests and drills. So as a result of the 
drill, more antennas, radios, feedlines and the one thing I felt was 
needed was packet or digital communications, have been installed. This 
past year, with the help of many Amateurs (too many toa name), a lot of 
hours and of course money, 99% of the problems were solved. The club 
purchased and installed the 40 ft. tower, the tri-bander, two dual band 
antennas and the revamping of the Isopole and five band dipole, the 
antenna problems were solved. After all that work was completed, the 
club purchased an Alinco 570 dual bander radio, an AEA FK2E2 TNC and 
two (2) 35 amp power supplies that solved the radio problems. 


Now that all that was in place and ready to go at the EOC, WSAL was 
ready for the equipment to be tested. On Saturday October 19, the drill 
started and Stark County was ready. There was a mock disaster of a 
chemical spill in North Canton, at the truck stop off Interstate 77, 
that helped make the testing of the equipment and participation real. 
All the equipment was turned on with great anticipation that everything 
would go well. But questions were asked, "Would the equipment work, 
could they run all: those radios and modes with out interference"? The 
simple answer to these questions was YES. It all worked like a charm. 
The most impressive, was the packet setup. Chuck NSLIV, was flawless at 
the WRAL keyboard for packet and Terry NBATZ, handled. voice on 2 meters 
and 40 CM. Craig N8KNW, was the loner. He had brought in his portable 
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packet station, which is a lap top computer, hand-held and a pocket 
TNC. He went to the back room to run WSAL-1i on packet. I was impressed 
with the packet and its results. I ran the low band on 3875. We had 
good communications with WSSGT State EOC in Columbus, on: low..band = as 
well as packet and portable packet. Now with the help of 38 check-ins 
and a visit from Ed Cox, Director at the EOC, it was a very successful 
drill, A very special THANKS to Chuck N8LIV, Terry NS8ATZ and Craig 
N8KNW for helping with the drill at the EOC. 


But we did have one problem, with the room being sa small, it is 
hard to listen, talk and handle the back ground noise of at least 4 
stations on the air. $6 a need for earphones on all the radios, would 
solve this problem. One pair of ear phones, donated by Jack NSFEB and 
family, will wark on the low band rig. But two more pair of ear phones 
would be the perfect ending to all the work at the EOC and the Club 
Station WSAL. 


Not only did WRAL get a good workout during the SET, the WNP 
Massillon Club Station was also testing all of their equipment = and 
working the bugs out. Jim WASGXM and Steve NOCZV were at the helm. 


I want to say THANK YOU to all who participated in the drill. With 
gout your help, drills like this one would not be a success. 


Let*s hope that we may never need to use this new equipment in a 
real amergency or disaster, but at least we can be assured that the 
equipment does work. '
